Mr. Hunter has caused to be printed in fac-simile, as near as the black 
letter type now in use will allow, a few copies of a political pasquinade of the 
reign of King Henry the Eighth, from one which he conceives may be the sole 
existing copy. It is an attack upon the policy of Francis the First in respect of 
the Emperor, and more particularly on that part of it which involved an 
alliance with the Turk, and was evidently put in circulation in England to 
reconcile people to the king’s adhesion to the cause of the Emperor. 

As verse it has very small merit; and it will perhaps be thought its chief 
recommendation that it seems to present us with the name of a very early 
English printer not before known, for it can hardly be thought that the name 
of the printer as it appears in the imprint isa mere disguise, when the occasion 
did not seem to require any. January 24, 1851.
